His experiment was measurably successful, lor notwithstanding 
ilia inclemency of the weather, and the signal attractions of “Fra Diavolo ” lor 
the first tune at the National, his house was very fair ; no one anticipated seeing 
half so many assembled. The play, too, went olT better than we had thought for. 
It was cast with tlie entire force of the company, and afforded a fair specimen of 
what this house can do in comedy 

Every appcaraoce of Mr. Placidc in a good comedy must henceforth be regard¬ 
ed with the interest attached to “the last night hut ” (still mum/ we hope) “prior 
to Ins departure lor Europe. 1 ' All of his own profession should study each re¬ 
presentation as being one of tho last efforts of their master. By a steady and 
close observance of lus uniform excellence, by imitating Ins industry, bis tact, 
atul his correct deportment, may they hope one day to supply Ins place. Difficult, 
indeed, will it !>e to fill the void which Ins departure will make in our theatrical 
circle? 

Mrs. (Jirbs re-appears at the Park this evening in “ Cinderella” and ** Don 
(liovanni ’ She is competent to sustain herself mi both parts worthily — indeed ^ 
if we mistake not, she is the best Don Giovanni who ever played it in New York 
I o those who did not hear her on Wednesday of last week, at Jones’s benefit, 
we would say, go to-night, and you will get your money’s worth ten-fold. It is 
to be hoped that her appearance this evening is but a prelude to a long engage¬ 
ment. 

On Monday evening Augusta opens in “La Sylphide,” and thenceforth, for 
many nights, we may anticipate a treat as rich as our manager can well set forth ! 
In popularity, the ballet ranks next to opera, and with so clever an artist as Au¬ 
gusta, it may claim still higher favor It is now a long while since we have seen 
Augusta at the Park, and wc have a curiosity to see if her rambling jaunts througii 
our country for months past, have dimmed the lustre of her eye, or robbed her 
smile of its sweetness. Her quccn-Iike carnage on the stage, and her grace in 
l hc dance, she can never lose. 

National Theatre .—The commencement of the second cnmoctnciit of Miss ! 
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strong dramatic interest pervading it, but of which the entire effect depends upon 
tlie brigand's self. Without the ability to assume the cavalier bearing of “that 
dimned Italian Marquis,” the part of Fra. Diavolo loses all interest, and the illu¬ 
sion of the scene quite vanishes, and you have the melancholy spectacle before 
you of a ruddy faced “ Britisher,” striving to conceal himself in whiskers and 
moustache, and “ imitating humanity most abominably.” Nor indeed do we think 
Mr Wilson equals Mr. Wood in executing the music of the part. Every allowance 
is, however, to be made for first impressions,—we have always remarked that of 
rtvo equally clever performers, give one the advantage of the start, and he is 
almost sure to distance his competitor. And it must be allowed that Mr. Wilson 
acquits himself in the concerted passages of “ Fra Diavolo” with fine effect. 

But what shall we say of Zcilina 1 If the advantages of the first appearance 
•n the last part gave Mr. Wood an indisputable advantage over his successor, Mr. 

: Wilson, the same will apply with ten-fold force to Miss Shirreff. In no respect 
equal to Mrs. Wood, it was quite too much for her to vie with that great singer 
in a character which she had rendered familiar to all ears, and consecrated in 
every heart. So unequal was the effect produced by Miss Shirrdff to our expecta¬ 
tions, that we imagined she must be laboring under some hoarseness or other 
embarrassment, and perhaps this will even yet prove to be the case. A word 
more of this lady ; no actress ever enjoyed an opportunity more favorable to in¬ 
gratiate herself into the firm favor of our citizens. The great secret of her fas¬ 
cination is hei bland and open countenance, beaming with good nature, and ever 
clothed in smiles. The power which a pretty actress can exert over her audience 
by the mere force of a pleasant face, is a problem of which the theory only is un¬ 
known there can be no doubt of the power itself. Miss Shirreff exerts it to a 
degree, and wc are fully persuaded that she owed the double encores which she 
received for “ I’m o’er young to marry yet,” as much to the exuberance of joy and 
youthful innocence glowing from her sun-lit face, as to the exquisite taste with 
which she sung that pretty song. In this particular no pretty woman can overact, 
and we will back a charming face, bright eyes, and rosy smiles, with but a tolera¬ 
ble voice—the pit being the judges—against the mere science of the most finish¬ 
ed artist 

The part of Giacomo afforded but little scope for Mr. Seguin’s fine powers. 
He proved a belter actor than had been anticipated. The more work they can 
crowd upon him, the more successful will this company prove. 

We may conclude our enumeration of the individual cast of this opera with 
Latham, a i old favorite, better known to us as the “ Unfinished Gentleman or 

Adam Brock. Latbain is a very clever actor, and sings well, but then Milord 
Ailrash is ray/her out of his line. It is particularly bad when we recollect how 
much better Harry Placide was wont to look and play the character. 

The general getting up of Fra Diavolo was every way well—scarce a fault to 
be found. And indeed the determination of Mr. Wallack to have every thing 
done creditably, at whatever expense, entitles his house to the full support it is now 
receiving. 

It will be remembered that Fra Diavolo is particularly noted for its fine instru¬ 
mentation. If somewhat noisy, it is yet brilliant in the orchestral effects, and 
Mr. IVnson ai d his band did it much justice. But may not the style in which 
the overture was performed, be open to slight censure? Speaking for ourselves, 
we should say that a portion was rendered in a manner so utterly subdued, that 
two c.ir trumpets, and far sharper acoustic organs than ours, were necessary, to 
know what th**v were at. Bur perhaps it is so set down for them. 

Wo have not understood what opera is likely to succeed this last, but would 
sav to those friends who have j-o frequently made the suggestion to us, that we 
do noi yet despair of seeing “ La Dame Biauchc,” produced in WaiJack’s best 
style. 

Managerial Impertinence .—In connection with the management of a theatre, 
we do not remember to have heard of so flagrant 3n outrage upon all the rules of 
courtesy and common decency, as was committed last week by Mr. Dinneford, 
of the Franklin theatre, towards Mr. JSr. James. The police reporters gave the 
first exposition of the affair, and on* that is jiow acknowledged by all parties to 
be inaccurate. We have founded our own opinion of the transaction on the state¬ 
ment of Mr. Diimcford himself, who has taken the pains to blazon forth his shame 
in a letter, given to the public in the Sunday Morning News of the 2d inst. If
